The swords were sent to our headquerters to
preserve as trophies, Along the live of the
whole Brigade the scene was the eame, the re-
bels throwing down their arms as socn as they
found themeelves in such hot proximity to us.
The attacking party wrs at least four times as
large a8 ours, in fact we have captured as many
prisoners a8 we had men in the commavnd, and
the fleld is s!rewn with their dead and woundsd.
Our brave boys fell by hundreds, but the num-
ber of the enemy slain far exceeds ours. ‘
Qur division cap'ured sinleen stand of colors
or battle flags, in the engagement. OQur owx,
second brigade, got ten of them. Our men
fought with the utmost coolness and tenacity,
determined that no rebel should get beyond our
lines, unless unlees unarmed. Lieut. Woodruff
was killed just as his battery was delivering their
"last cbarge to the enemy. Nzble fellow! he was
as cool and brave as a mun could be, and it
seemed ead that he could not havelived to share
the honors of a victory he had so gallantly aided
to win. At 7 o’clcck the firing had nearly sub
sided, and the dead aud wounded must be cared
for. Our ambulances bave began their trips to
" the field, and the brave fallen are being rapidly
removed. Many of our poor boys lie smong the
dead batterymen and horees, and 1 will get a list
of their names by morning. Other regiments in
the brigade suffered as severely as ours in pro-
_portion to their numbers, We have taken many
‘a fraternal grasp of the hand ia exchanging con-
‘gratulations on our escape from personal inju.y.
